Reference your No. 46126/2/A-2. dated tho L4th December 1928. 

Owing; to tho fact that sick Indian Other Ranks normally remain 
in hospital until they nro convalescent, it is neither necessary nor 
desirable to legislate Cor the grant of leave on medical certificate to 
Indian soldiers. 

As regards the period for which they aro convalescent it is consi- 
dered that the grant of 3 months furlough or leave under the rules 
laid down jn Army Instruction (India) No. B-18 of 1928 should bo 
sufficient for an Indian soldier to regain bis health. If there is likeli- 
hood of his illness being prolonged, he should be brought before a 
medical board to determine his fitness for retention in the service or 
otherwise. 

The case of Indian Officers whom it is desired to treat specially 
should be submitted to these Headquarters for consideration under 
paragraph 5 (c), Army Instruction (India) B-18 of 1928. 

Medical Boards should likewise be dircotcd to follow the instruc- 
tions stated above; they should not recommend leave to Indian officers 
or Indian othor ranks for periods not covored by tho existing rules.'

Kitty s School Canterbury Milner Memorial Scholarships. 

Five Milner Memorial Scholarships have recently been founded 
at the King’s School, Canterbury, under a Trust Deed, out of funds 
collected by the Lord Milner Meinorial'Committee, to perpetuate the 
memory of the work done for the British Empire by tho late Loid 
Milner. Their value is £100 a year for five years, and one scholarship 
will be awarded each year. Candidates must be over 13 and under 
14 years of age on June 24th. These scholarships are open to “hoys of 
British parentage and European descent: —

Casting rtf animals for He mount Reasons, 

The annual inspection bytho Remount Officer, Southern Command, 
provide* units with the only opportunity of disposing of animals that 
are unsuitable for the reasons laid down in R. A. 1. para. 495 (1)* It 
is important therefore, that any such animals on the strength of units 
should be brought to notice on this occasion. 

The following procedure will be adhered to:— 

1. A concise statement in writing of the case against the 
animal will be prodneed when the animnl is paraded. This statement 
must contain evidence that the animal has been thoronghly tried 
during the present training season and lias been found unsuitable, for 
the reasons given. 

2. The Officer and N. C. 0. immediately responsible For 
animal and who have actual experience of the animal at work will 
parade with the case. 

Units should avoid bringing a number of charges against a single 
animal. The case against the animal is thereby weakened and the 
impression given that tho unit is prejudiced. 

Units mu't avoid parading animals on charges that are strictly 
Veterinary (i. e. Debility, chronic lameness etc.) or on a mixore of 
Ketnount and Veterinaiy objections. Such oases are dealt with by tho 
D. A. D. V. S., Mhow District to whom they shoo Id bo referred, and 
not by the Remount Officer. 

Units who aro in donbt as to whether the case against an animal 
falls under n Veterinary or Remount heading shonlcl refer the matter 
to the D. A. D. V. S. for a decision nt bis visit to the unit this month.

Stores . 

Subject: — Disposal of surplus & unserviceable stores. 

In accordance with the provisions of A. 1, (I) B-52 dated loth 
March 1927, certain powers in the matter of the disposal of surplns 
and unserviceable stores have been delegated by the Director of 
Contracts to C. O. 0®. and 0. Os, of Ordnance Arsenals and Depots.- 
These powers affect the disposal of surplus and unserviceable stores in 
unit charge. The procedure is that units report the stores to Ordnance 
establishments on I. A. F. Z. 2098 and in cases where the Ordnance 
Officer in charge considers it uneconomical to recall the stores having 
regard to their condition, he orders the unit to sell them locally. 

2. The object of this communication is to bring to notice the 

ridiculoush’ low prices that are sometimes accepted at these local sales. 
Many examples could be given but since the transactions have been 
concluded, no useful purpose would perhaps be served by going in .to 
details. - 

It is realised that nnits may, have no recorded information as to 
the worth of stores to guide them in selling the articles but at tbe^, 
same time officers deputed to attend local sales should be able to form 
n near estimate of the value of stores and not allow them to pass out 
of Govt: hands for whatever sums may be offered. In some ca«es it is 
evident that little or no discretion has been exercised at the sales and 
from an examination of sale documents received at Headquarters 
appreciable sums of money are lost, to the state almost daily due, 
apparently to the same cause. 

3. It seems very desirable that nnits should be reminded of 
their responsibility in the matter of sale-; of State property and it is 
requested that their special attention mar ho drawn to para 835 of 

n. a. i. 

4. If when stores are being sold locally the officer present is not 
satisfied that reasonable prices are being oflered, he should stop the 
Rale ni,d report particulars of the store® to this office for disposal instruc* 
tions. The precise condition of rbe «tores should he mentioned to- 
gether with the offers made locally,
